th at Section 36 of tbe Oregon Corporation 
Act. which declares th at railway corporations 
shall be common carriers, and have authority 
to take such tolls for transportation of freight 
and passengers as they may preecreb», oniy 
authorizes the taking of rea'onable tolls, and 
is a contract with tho State to th at fffec?, bnt 
no more, and wbat is such reasonable toll or 
compensation is a question for the Court to 
determine in er.ch case.

Those who had tbe patience to read 
through the long report of the prccaedings 
before the Railroad Commissioners on Fri­ 
day were rewarded in finding that one of 
tbe chief charges made against tbe leading 
railroad companies of this coast was 
pricked, and the wind let out speedily. 
It has been the capital in trade of the dem­ 
agogues of the Harrison stripe, backed by 
the Hearst organ and its unscrupulous ten­ 
ders, to point to the “ special contract sys- 
temj’ as originating with the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad corporation, and enforced by 
it to punish those whom it disliked.

to the business of San Francisco, insuring 
lower rates, quicker time, and less risk ; 
that her merchants of good standing have 
never been refused the privileges of special 
contracts ; that the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road never made any threats against 
Harrison’s firm ; that that road never had 
any control of the Montana and Idaho 
freight bu sines a It was shut out from it 
by the Union Pacific, and in retaliation it 
closed to its rival the Utah trade. This 
brought about a compromise, by which 
San Francisco gained privileges equal 
to those enjoyed by Omaha shippers, 
though the former's haul was twice as 
long. It turned out that all the “ cinch­ 
ing” of Harrison’s beer, concerning which 
he has made so great a commotion, was 
done in the East, if at all, where the 
freight originates, and that the Central 
Pacific people had nothing in the world to 
do with it. Without considering the wis­ 
dom or unwisdom of the special contract 
system, the business policy that is cited 
in its support, and which Bystem, the tes­ 
timony showed, is as yet but an experi­ 
ment, it is timely to point out that the 
whole truth concerning this much-disputed 
matter has now been laid bare, and that 
not a single allegation of tho agitator Har­ 
rison has been maintained by the proofs. 
On the contrary, it was shown that the 
carriers have been the victims of false re­ 
ports published in unscrupulous sheets ; of 
false charges cf favoritism, and of a great 
amount of misrepresentation and unde­ 
served abuse.

A PROPOSED MONOPOLY. 
That is an attractive but somewhat 
alarming scheme proposed at the East. It 
is the purpose to hold a meeting in New 
York of representatives of all the rival 
sewing machine companies to form a 
“ onion." The new corporation will select 
one machine, and proceed to manufacture 
it alone. The Singer Colnpany is to be left 
out of the arrangement, but will be aBked 
to agree to the fixing of a standard price, 
so as to leave a profit of $12 on each ma­ 
chine. This will give a virtual monopoly 
to two companies. There are 300,000 ma­ 
chines sold yearly in the United States 
alone. 
At $12 profit the yield will be 
$3,600,000, and the net profit $3,000,000. 
The capital stock ashed for is $5,000,000, 
and thaB the result would bo the nice and 
comfortable rate of 60 per cent, upon it. 
It is gratifying to learn that opposition has 
arisen to thiB scheme, and thft it is likely 
to fall to pieces because of its ponderous 
weight. 
TO SETTLE THE QUESTION. 
The Constitution of Ohio does not pro­ 
hibit the sale of liquors, but it does pro­ 
hibit the State from granting licenses, and 
collecting a revenue by license grants for 
liquor selling. The Legislature, to evade 
the inhibition of the organic law, levied a 
tax on liquor dealers graduated accord­ 
ing to the population where sold. 
The Supreme Court held this to be an 
indirect method of granting a license 
for revenue. To settle the question the 
House of Representatives a few days ago 
adopted a resolution to submit the whole 
question to a vote of the people on two pro­ 
positions : 1st, to authorize the levying of 
special taxes on the traffic ; 21, to prohibit 
the traffic in the State. The belief is, that 
the first proposition will be adopted by the 
people, and thus the temperance question 
will be settled in Ohio on a squarely-made 
issue, and be lifted ont of any political 
contest in which candidates take part. 
FRANCS. 
The threatened disturbances in Taris on 
Sunday were of a trivial character. We 
do not learn that governmental activity 
prevented turbulence. It is probable that 
the anarchists found themselves to have 
fewer sympathizers than they had connted 
upon. It is certain, however, that the 
alarm in France is not all on the surface. 
Foreigners are leaving the great cities; 
houses are being made more secure, end 
valuables arc beiDg placed in depositories 
of safety. 
In the mean while Ferry 
seems to be dazed and incapable of pos­ 
itive judgment or decisive action. It needs 
only a small amount of conrage and an 
atom of vigor to restore France to quiet 
and to paralyze the efforts of the commun­ 
ists and anarchists. 


k DEFECTIVE SYSTEM. 
The San Francisco Harbor Commission­ 
ers say that Gray, their Secretary, who is 
supposed to be a defaulter in a sum some­ 
where near $50,000, completely hood­ 
winked them, as he was so exceedingly sly 
in altering and reducing wharfingers’ re­ 
ceipts. This is probably true, but it also 
establishes the fact that the entire system 
of bookkeeping, and the methods of trans­ 
acting the business of the Board was griev­ 
ously faulty.

One of the most severe snow-storms of the 
season prevailed yeiterday throughout On­ 
tario. The wind was high and cold. 
It is rumored that two barrels of powder 
have been found in the vicinity of the large 
gasometers at Wing’s Cross, London. 
The issue of standard silver dollars during 
the week ending March 17th was 19,500; 
corresponding period of last year, 132,500. 
It is stated that the President has aban­ 
doned his proposed trip to Fortress Monroe, 
and will instead move to the Soldiers’ Home, 
Cyrus D. Erby, the leprous patient sent to 
the Boston alme-house, who contracted the 
disease in the Sandwich Islands, died last 
evening. 
At Glendive, Mont., yesterday, the ica 
broke while three men were crossing the river, 
who were carried down stream, and are sup­ 
posed to be lost. 
Emperor William has accepted the resigna­ 
tion of Admiral Von Stoech, Chief of the 
Ministry of Marine. It is said that Bismarck 
forced the resignation.

Frederick Billings, who presented the li­ 
brary of the lata George P. Marsh to the 
University of Vermont, has given the institu­ 
tion $95,000 for library buildings. 
Pereilieff, formerly Director of the Rus­ 
sian Postoffice, who some time ago attempted 
suicide, haB again stabbed himself.

Julius Duesterhoff, while skiff-riding on the 
lake at Peoria, III., was caught in a gale and 
drowned.

At Hartford, Conn., it has been found that 
Elizabeth and Hannah Judson were mur­ 
dered before their house and bodies were 
burned. No arrests have been made, 
A baud of Arabs attacked four Ottoman 
battalions near Yemen.

Tbe meeting in Brasserie des Peques of 
5.000 Socialists, at which a disturbance oc­ 
curred—referred to in the Paris dispatch of 
Sunday—was held in Geneva, not in PariB. 
It is expected that President Arthur, Gov­ 
ernor Butler, Governer Waller, Governor 
Patterson and Governor Cleveland will attend 
the celebration of the opening of the East 
river bridge.

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
The public interest in the examination of 
ex-Sheriff Rahin and George Rahm appeals 
to be somewhat abated, for yesterday morn­ 
ing when the waiting crowd was admitted to 
the Court-room there were still some vacant 
seats. However, these were soon filled. Most 
of the evidence offered yesterday forenoon 
was for the purpose of showing that Maltby 
had some $4,000 or $5,000 when he died. A 
Recoed-Union representative examined the 
assessment roll of Yolo county and found 
that his assessment had not been made in 
1882 at the time he died, but in 1881 he was 
assessed for $100 in cash, $1,400 in securitise, 
$950 in real estate and $85 worth of personal 
property (watch and pistol). In 1880 he was 
assessed tne same for personal and real prop­ 
erty, $450 in coin and $1,200 in securities. 
The object of the testimony was to show that 
dec-oscd was not so low in finances as tocim- 
init Buioide on account of not having coin 
enough to make his accounts good. The pros­ 
ecution also expect toshow that this property 
suddenly disappeared, from which fact it is 
intended to bs inferred that this was the mo­ 
tive which Rahm had in putting him out of 
the way. The Court was called to order yes­ 
terday at 9:20 A. M. 
............... 
The first witness called was vv m. Coulter, 
who testified, to having been for six years a 
night watchman in Woodland; knew de­ 
ceased ; saw him about midnight at Jury s 
restaurant on March 26, 1882; saw I1 rank 
Rahm at 4 o’clock next morning on Main 
street; he came from the east; he told me he 
had been to the old man’s ranch, and had 
just put up his rig; he asked if there was a 
saloon open ; I said “ No. but Moore will 
open up for you.” Moore was called up and 
we went in and I took a cigar and went out. 
About tbe middle of the week after the in­ 
quest Frank Rahm said to me: “ I lied to 
you when 1 told you I was at the old man s ; 
I had not been at the old man’s ; I slept at 
home ; came over and looked into Maltby s 
window ; saw a light there and came over to 
yon.” Defendant and I are on friendly 
terms. He said he walkod out into tbe biue 
grass to get the range of the window. W han 
ho went home he went up Main street two 
blocks, instead of across the Court-house 
yard, as he usually went when going home 
from town. 
„ , _ 
P. Krellenberg, Coroner, recalled—W ent 
to where the body was found ; searched the 
body ; found watch, revolver, star, specta­ 
cles, penknife, some $7 in cash ; they were 
delivered to the Public Administrator at the 
inquest; the testimony was written out by 
N. Brown. Wituess identified the deposition 
of defendant Rahm, taken at the inquest, 
and it was offeted in evidence and read. Iu 
it Rahm stated that he identified the body 
as that of Maltby; last saw him aUve on 
March 26, 1882, in the eveniDg, at the Cap­ 
ital Hotel, in Woodland, between 3 and 4 
o’clock a. m„ March 27cb; saw light in his 
room, which led to the belief that be was 
there. That morning about 8 o’clock I in­ 
quired if Maltby had got up ; learned that 
he was not there ; went in his room ; he was 
absent; found his day coat, which be hod on 
Sunday ; his overcoat, which had been there, 
was gone; do not know why deceased should 
commit suicide, unless it was despondency ; 
some weeks ago I talked with the deceased 
about his drinking ; he promised to quit; I 
think ho waB drinking on March 25th; I 
heard he was on Sunday, March 26th ; heard 
bis eye was hurt, and came up early on Mon­ 
day to see if he was cn watch. Witness, con­ 
tinuing, said the bottle referred to by Rahm 
was the one found by Maltby’s body. 
L. S. Newcomb testified : Knew Maltby 
and Rahm, Asked Rahm where Maltby 
was. He said to Ruland, “ That’s the eighth 
or niutb.” Ruland made some reply. I 
then asked, “ Where is he?’ He said, “ He 
is having a vacation.” 
# 
Samuel Ruland testified that in .March, 
1882, was at work in the Sheriff's cffice ; last 
saw Maltby there March 25th ; had been 
working for him ; next morning began work­ 
ing for Rahm in the Sheriff’s office ; did not 
stay in the office at night; work was behind 
in making the settlement deceased should 
have made up; Rahm counted soma money, 
but I do not know much about it; he depos­ 
ited some money in tho bank during that 
week, [It was admitted tbat defendant, Frank 
Rahm, took the cash box home with him 
within the week that deceased was missing.) 
Deceased and I,were trying to balance the 
books, but could not; I may have stated that 
there were several thousand dollars there, but 
I could not tell the amount that was there ; 
I do not know if anyone Btaid at tho cffice 
during that week at night. [Witness was 
shown a pair of spectacles which he identified 
as belonging to deceased.] As we were leav­ 
ing the office deceased at one time said to me. 
while paying me some money, “ I wish I had 
a thousand dollars for you.” He also sail 
that Rahm had been lecturing him for getting 
drunk, and he had promised not to get drunk 
any more. A friend of witness owed deceased 
for taxes; deceased had paid them for him ; 
deceased said, “ I have abont two thousand 
dollars loaned out, and am very much pressed 
and must have it soon.” Maltby kept his 
private papers in tbe Sheriff’s cffice; do not 
know if he kept any in the safe; know the 
bottle found near the deceased’s body ; have 
eeen it on the blank case at the Sheriff’s of­ 
fice ; it had been kept to poison ra's; there 
were two labels on it; saw the Pnblic Ad­ 
ministrator search for the property of de- 
C6& 860• 
T. P. Magee: Resides in Woodland; met 
Frank Rahm in Woodland during the week 
Maltby was missing ; he asked me to ride 
with him; we rode to Reamer’s place, and 
turned some distance west; he got ont and 
looked about; I asked what he was doing; 
he said, “ I am lookirg for tracks ;” I asked 
if he would know the tracks; he said “ yes.” 
We drove on a little and he stopped again, 
got out and picked np some spectacles, re­ 
marking tbat they locked as if they belonged 
to some old person. We rode into town and 
met Powers. Rahm asked him if he had seen 
that fellow. 
Powers said "No.” Rahm 
said, “ I want to find him, he shall not dis­ 
grace me.” Powers said, "You might find 
ont at the depot if he has left town.” The 
first time we stopped it was at the north end 
of Westcott street, in Bsamer’s lane. The 
spectacles identified by Roland -were shown 
to witness. These look like the ones he picked 
up, only they are more worn. I thonght he 
was looking for George Rahm, because I had 
beard he was in the habit of gettirg drunk. 
J. M. Garoutte, Public Administrator iu 
1882. testified : The pistol found on Malt- 
by’s body was placed in my possession ; don’t 
know whether it was loaded or not; tcok 
the pistol to Mr. Pilfer to have it cleaned; 
got three deeds of Maltby’s, and three or 
four note?; one or two are outlawed. 
William Our3on testified : Live in Wood­ 
land ; know Maltby and Rahm ; have Malt­ 
hy’s papers in my possession ; have a diary of 
hi?; think the last date is 18S0; have a copy 


of Maltby’s will; saw Maltby alive last on 
Saturday, 25th of March ; talked the matter 
cf Maltby’s absence over with Rahm several 
timei; Rahm would ask me if I had heard 
anything of John ; I asked him tbe same 
question ; Rahm inquired of different parties 
for Maltby ; I have seen Maltby wear 
glasses; be generally wore a pair of gold- 
rimmed eye-glaEBes and a pair of rubber- 
rimmed ; cannot identify these glasses; was 
very anxious about Maltby; Rahm appeared 
to bs as much interested in Maltby as I did. 
Ed. Clark: Live in Woodland. Knew 
M altby; saw bim a short time before his 
death ; I went into his office; he wanted to 
loan me some money ; said be wonld lend 
me $4,000; I was with him abont three- 
quarters of an hour; he said he had been 
loaning money In small quantities, and would 
rather loan it in one parcel, and take a mort­ 
gage on my property; I told him I did not 
want to borrow that much money; I told 
Maltby that I had already closed a bargain 
with the bank before I had this talk with 
Maltby. 
J. B. Filzgerald, clerk in the District At­ 
torney’s office, testified : Live in Woodland ; 
received from P. Krellenberg a bottle said 
ta contain the intestines < f John E. Maltby; 
I ARvered the bottle to Johnston, a chemist 
iiflMi Francisco; the bottle was sealed; I 
got them on Tuesday evening last, and gave 
them to Johnston cn Wednesday. 
Rosa Lie : Know Maltby in his lifetime ; 
he came t ¡ my house on Saturday at 12, and 
stayed till Sunday evening about half-past 7 ; 
his eyes were blackened acd his face was 
scratched ; he got a pair of blue eye-glasses 
at my bouse; he was sober when he lelt; he 
wore an overcoat—a dark one—when he left 
my house; he complained of his eyes; he 
was in bed all the time ; he was embarrassed 
about his eye ; 1 don't think he wa? (he same; 
said he never had a black eye before; he only 
took two drinks while there ; he had been 
drioking wine when he came there. 
Here the Court took a receta until 1:30 P. 
M-, but it lacked but a few minutes of 2 
o'clock when it re-assembled, 
William D. Johnston testified : Reside in 
San Francisco; am a chemist; examined in 
teetin?B of John E. Maltby ; examined intes­ 
tines for meconic acid, morphine, strychnine, 
and found none ; found no food, and only suf­ 
ficient moistnre to moisten them; examined 
intestine?, found no traces of strychnine; 
time would have no effect on strychnine, as it 
does notjdecompose; examined bottle of liquid 
sent me by District Attorney Garoutte ¡found 
it to contain strychnine; in this case poison 
ought to have been very readily absorbed; 
usually persons dying from strychnine traces 
of it will be found in the stomach, but 
if just the quantity to produce death had 
been takeD, and patient 
had lived 
several hour?, you might not find it; 
if a man died almost instantly from strych­ 
nine there would be no evidence of a strag­ 
gle, but usually there would be such evidence, 
and in such csss you might not find traces ot 
strychnine; the condition of the Inngs and 
heart are not safe guides to determine the 
presencs of strychniue, as their conditions 
vary very much; would not expect to find a 
parson who had been dead several days from 
strychnine, in the position that deceased was 
found ; it is possible tbat a person might die 
from strychnine and no trace? of it be found 
in the stomach or intestines ; if a person had 
been drioking steadily for a week, and then 
taking pcison, he would die without such 
great struggles as he would otherwise; 
strychnine 
will 
kill if taken 
and 
held in the mouth and not swallowed; 
the fact that deceased laid in an easy position 
is not conclusive that he did not die from 
strychnine ; if he died on his back, and w-s 
on a sloping piece of ground, he would Dot be 
turned over by the gases generated in the 
body by decomposition ; one-sixth grain of 
strychnine will produce death; in casss of 
strychnine poison the muscles twitch, the pa­ 
tient has his senses, and it would be possible 
for him to roll on his side in an interval of 
quiet, and he might die while there from ex­ 
haustion. [Witness read some authorities to 
sustain his theories concemirg failures iu 
finding the presence of strychnine, he claim­ 
ing that it is almost always capable of being 
found when it had been the cause of death, j 
G. G. Tyrrell, of Sacramento, testified: 
Am a physician and surgeon; have had 
twenty seven years practice ; graduated in 
Ireland. There are no effects that you will 
fiad in a body which died from strychnine 
which would be conclusive that it had died 
from such cause. The position in which de­ 
ceased was found would not indicate that he 
died from such cause. I wonld expect to find 
the heart flabby and empty, if the rigor 
mortis had passed off. The lungs would be 
gorged, but if putrefaction had setin they might 
not be. If the body had not been disturbed 
the tissues in contact with the ground should 
be white ; bnt if the body had been removed 
after death, it would be of a darker 
color. 
A blow upon the head need 
n' t necessarily fracture the skull, and 
still it might produce death, as, for instance, 
a blow from a sand bag; you could receive a 
blow upon the neck that wonld kill you ; I 
should exprct to find evidences of a struggle 
in caso of strychnine, unless death had re­ 
sulted instantly, and wonld also expect to 
find straw attached to the coat, if one was on 
the body acd it laid upon straw, A person 
killed by a blow from a sand-bag would have 
the heart full of blood, if examined soon 
after death, but if examined a long time after 
death this would not be true. After hearing 
the statement of the physician who held the 
post mortem, I cannot say that it is impossi­ 
ble for deceased to have died from strychnine. 
Dr. Deuel, of Sacramento, testified : Am a 
physician and surgeon, practicing eleven 
years ; have had a moderate expfrience with 
strychnine poison'; would expect to find a 
body rigid and muscles contracted imme­ 
diately after death ; six or eight days after 
the muscles are relaxed if the body is not dis­ 
turbed ; wonld not expect to find a body as 
deceased was found, bnt it might ba jn that 
position; as a rule, there Bhonid be evidences 
of, a struggle depending on the extent of con­ 
vulsions ; in case of a parson killed by a 
sand-bag, wonld expect to find one or both 
sides of the heart filled with blood ; it would 
be so, to some extent, eight or ten days after 
deatb ; the color of a body on the side next 
to the ground would not be as dark as other 
portions cf tbe body, had life departed iu the 
position found; a man can die from exhaui- 
tion daring relaxation between spasms; it is 
possible for a man to get into the position in 
which deceased was fonnd after paroxysms, 
and die in that position. 
L. D. Stotenburg testified : Have lived in 
Woodland twenty-four years; I used to work 
at the livery business; knew deceased and 
know Frank Rahm ; saw deceased Monday 
morning, March 27, 1882, at 2 o’clock; I was 
coming down Court street; saw Maltby go- 
iag towards the Court-house, and abont the 
third or fourth tree from the gate of the 
Court-house yard, and at the southwest cor­ 
ner, I heard a dull thud and Maltby said “ I 
am done for,” or word? to that effect. Frank 
Rahm was there, and one other man whom I 


do not know. Rahm then went to the Court? 
house end returned ; he said to the other 
man, “ Get the buggy 
the other man went 
, to the ncrth side of the Court-home acd g t 
> a buggy and brought it down Second Btreet to 
the place where Rahm was ; they put Maltby 
in the buggy, the other man got in and drove 
along Court street to Third, and turned 
north ; Rahm got into the buggy in the rear 
of the Court-house; they then drove away. 
When Rahm returned to Maltby from the 
Court-honre I did not notice him carrying 
anything ; they carried the body to the buggy 
and lifted it into the buggy ; it was a tall 
buggy and a roan horse ; tbe other man got 
]nto the buggy and drove off; Rahm came 
past the south side of the Conrt-hcuse and 
got into the buggy on the cast side of the 
Court-house. This occurred in Woodland, 
Yolo county, Cal. 
_ 
Cross-examination— Question — Do you 
realiza the condition that you are in ? An­ 
swer—I do. 
Q,—Did you ev6r make a written state­ 
ment? A.—Yes; Í have made one state­ 
ment and signed one only. 
Q. —You say you stood by the gate at the 
corner? A.—Yes. 
Q —Where had you been ? A.—To a home 
of ill-fama. 
_ 
In answer to questions witness continued : 
George Harris was with me when I saw the 
blow struck. I do not know where he ia now. 
I told this abont two months ago. Did not 
tell it before, because I did not know where 
Harris was, and did not know that I could 
prove what I said. When I saw the blow 
struck I thought Maltby was drank, and did 
not think ayr more about it until he was 
found dead. I do not know whether I voted 
for Rahm or not. Do not know that I 
solicited anyone to vote for him. I was in 
Woodland working in the Fashion Livery 
Stable. When the buggy came around, was 
standing within fifteen or twenty feet 
of the corner of the Court-house yard. 
Do not know who the man with Rahm was. 
We Baid nothing at the time to them, nor 
they to us ; there was no moon ; the trees 
were then about as they now are; came by 
the way of the Court-house when we went 
home, to avoid being seen on Main street ao 
late at night. 
Here the Court, wilnes?, lawyers and re­ 
porters went into the Court-yard to inspect 
the place where witness said Maltby was 
killed, but the spectators, fearing they might 
loose their seats, discreetly remained in their 
place?. The party was absent abont twenty 
minutes. Upen return, defendants asked for 
tho written statement of this witness, which 
was given to them by th9 District Attorney. 
The examination was suspended while the 
defendants and their attorneys perused the 
document. During the taking of the testi­ 
mony of Stotenburg the spectators evinced 
the liveliest interest. 
_ 
Resuming, witness Baid: I had known 
Harris in Sonoma county four years ago ; he 
was a farmer ; do not know auy one here that 
knew him ; he was here only a couple of 
days; he slept in the barn with me, 
and ate at the hotel with me. I first met 
him eighteen miles from Santa Rosa in the 
redwoods; met bim on ca in Sacramento ; have 
seen men speak to him but cannot name them 
now. Harris is light complected, had mous­ 
tache and side whisker?, and is about as tall 
as I am ; he came hero on Friday or Satur­ 
day before the murder, and left the next day ; 
saw him in Sacramento two months ago ; fie 
said he had been in Carson. Nevada; do not 
remember distinctly what Harris and I said 
about the matter between oureelves, but think 
we agreed not to mention it until it was 
straightened out; I fait), 1 guess Maltby is 
drunk, aud Rahm is taking him home. The 
wituess described the man with Rahm as be­ 
ing much like George Rahm, but could not 
say if it was him, because he did not hear 
him Bpeak. [Witness then told bis where­ 
abouts during Sunday night from dark until 
he went home Monday morning, and also the 
time he remained at each place.] There 
were three beds in the barn ; we slept in the 
main room—I elept in a cot and Harris 
slept with mi. I got up about 4 o’clock, 
leaving him in bed. The first person I ever 
told about this was Josrph Craig, District 
Attorney, and about two months ago. I told 
it because Harris told me at Sacramento he 
was coming out here, and I thonght it could 
ba proven. I have not been about town much 
since the arrs3t of defendants, because I did 
rot wish to be annoyed by people about it. 
I think all tho boys arru d the barn saw 
Harris. I ate with him at tbe Craft Hotel, 
ar.d at the Capital Hotel. While hpre he 
slept with me at toe bam. When at Sacra­ 
mento I think I stopped at the City Hotel. 
Q —Have you not got a mania for telling 
wonderful stories ? A.—I do not know as I 
have. 
Q —Did yon ever tell Stanly George in San 
Francisco that you had been shot all to pieces, 
or that you had murdered a man and thrown 
hi* body into Putah crcsk A.—No. 
(j —Did you ever tell that you owned a 
$500 watch ? A.—Ye?. 
Q.—Did you own it. ? A.—Ye?. 
The counsel for defendants a bed a great 
many questions of same sort, which witness 
denied. This dy e of examination was con­ 
tinued until stopped 1 y an o' jection from the 
prosecu ion, which the Court sustained. The 
counsel for the defendants slated that another 
branch ot the crose-examication would take 
about one hour and n half, and asked the 
Court to adjourn until this morning, which 
it did, the hour set being 9 o'clock.

ABOUT THE PROPOSED COÜHTY HOE- 
PITAL WELLS. 
Eds. Recobd-Uhioh : To-day is the day 
get by tbe Board of Supervisors for awarding 
the contract for boring wells at tbe County 
Hospital, and putting up horse-power aa a 
substitute for the steam-power now in use. 
Being a practical well-borer, and having been 
engaged in the business of erecting water 
works for more than twenty-five years, I 
wish to state why I have offered no bid for 
tbe work. First, the number of gallons per 
henr which it is required that the contractor 
shall warrant the pomps to pnt into the up­ 
per tank is 9,000 gallons, which will require, 
at the lowest estimate, at least five horse­ 
power. I have been informed by a member of 
the Board that but two horses will be allowed. 
Second, there is now an inexhaustible supply 
of water in the well already bcred to the 
depth of 122 feet. Another well is entirely 
unnecessary and a useless expenditure of 
money. As I am a citizen and taxpayer of 
this county, Ido not wish to see the county 
funds uselessly expended. Third, with but 
slight changes tbe present pumping facilities 
are as gcod as any that could be procured, 
and can be run aa economically as any pump­ 
ing process. I would bush the steam end of 
the large pump and discharge the water used 
for irrigation into a ground vat. If it is de­ 
sired to test the practicability of horsepower, 
it can be done from the present well with a 
comparatively slight expenditure.

T he Grand J dby Claims.—District At­ 
torney Carey yesterday Sled with the Board 
of Supervisors his opinion in regard to the 
legality of the claims of J. E. Hobbie as 
County Expert, and the salar} of the mem­ 
bers of the late Grand Jury for time after 
January 1, 1883.

There was a very large au­ 
dience, standing space in the adjoining rooms 
being at a premium. He used a crayon draw­ 
ing of the throat and vocal organs, and illne- 
trated the manner in which the various tones 
of the voice ore produced. In thle connec­ 
tion, and as illustrating the power of the 
voice, he gave very amusing and successful 
specimens of ventriloquism, in which a con­ 
versation was carried on between a high 
squeaky voice, purporting to emanate from a 
female inside the room, and a low, heavy gut- 
teral voice upon the outside. Several animals 
were also imitated in their “ talk,” and the 
scientific deduction as to method of produc­ 
tion and its relation to the voice was ex 
pla:ned. The lecture was listen to throughout 
with the closest attention, and greatly en­ 
joyed by the audience. 
He was Fired Off.—The San Francisco 
Pait of last evening says: F. J. Clark, 
bookkeeper in Controller Dunn’s office, got 
cn a Central Pacific train to go to Sacra­ 
mento, traveling on a first class ticket. When 
the conductor endeavored to take up the 
ticket, Clark refused to surrender it, claiming 
the right to hold it as an evidence that he had 
paid his fare. Th9 rules of the road are for 
the conductor to take up the ticket, giving a 
check in exchange, which is sufficient evi­ 
dence of payment of fare. Clark, continuing 
obstinate, was put off the train. Perhaps 
tbe conductor had no right to eject him, 
knowing him to powers a ticket, but it looks 
very much as if Sir. Clark was endeavoring 
to purposely work up a case for an action for 
pecuniary damages. He is a rabid anti­ 
monopolist, and, of course, wants to break 
the railroad company up in business.

E ds. R ecord U nion : Allow me to say a 
few words about our cemetery. It occupies 
a beautiful site. It is well laid out, and por­ 
tions of it well improved and cared for. The 
lots owned by-families still residing here and 
having means sue ornamented with shrub­ 
bery, flowers, and a sward of green grass 
nicely trimmed and irrigated. In the main 
it is a sweet and restful place in which to 
lay away our dead. But there are some neg­ 
lected and unsightly lots here and there, with 
iho enrbings broken down, tbe monamente 
dilapidated, tbe grass dead, and weeds in fall 
possession—a monument suggestive of more 
than what we see chiseled on the granite or 
marble—a monument that the entire family 
has disappeared by removal or death, and 
that there are no loving bands to cire for the 
graves of the dead. 
Is there not here a sacred trust for the 
community to take up? Is it not fitting, is it 
not due to our common humanity, that t£e 
public should in some way provide that these 
lots should be kindly cared for, the sod kept 
green and trimmed, and a shrnb or flower 
kept standing as a faithful sentinel over those 
graves the natural guardians of which have 
passed away? And would such tenderness 
and thonghtfnlnees on the part of the present 
generation be anything more than an antici­ 
pation of what may be hereafter the needs of 
those now living ? All onr families, however 
large or rpulent or careful in attentions to 
tbe dead, are in due time to be scattered by 
death or removal, leaving none behind who 
wonld naturally care for those last resting- 
places bo precious to them now. How pleas­ 
ant it would be to feel that some arrange­ 
ment, more secure and permanent than any 
that can be made by employing private indi­ 
viduals, had been made by wfiich hereafter 
the entire cemetery, all the lots and graves, 
would be tenderly and decently cared for. 
This might be done in several ways. The 
owners of the lots might, many of them, 
agree to contribute pro rata for a fund for 
this object, and tbe lots hereafter disposed of 
might be sold at an advanced price, and tbe 
advance go into the fund. In this way a suf­ 
ficient fund might be raised to justify the city 
in assuming tbe sacred trust. Or our citi­ 
zens might subscribe a sum that would yield 
a sufficient revenue, and commit it to a Board 
of Trustees, who Bhall incorporate and be 
eelf-perpetuating. Or a society might be or­ 
ganized for tbe purpose, and itself look after 
the neglected graves. Or, better still, some 
wealthy citizen, desirous of rendering a ser­ 
vice to the forgotten dead and williogtoleave 
an enduring monument of thoughtful charity, 
might furnish the means, and give it to the 
city on condition that it would assume the 
trust. 
' 
The object of this arrangement should not 
be to do any expensive work, but to irrigate 
the lots, keep them in decent repair, and 
trim tbe Bhrubbery, so that persons would 
have no anxiety about tbem when their per­ 
sonal supervision over them cease». What­ 
ever more than this general care is desired by 
any family or person, that should be ar­ 
ranged for by themselves in their own way. 
This general work, I think, Bhould be dene 
for all the lots, to relieve the friends of the 
dead of any doubt that the lots in which they 
are interested will be tenderly cared for when 
it is beyond their power to look after them.

San Francisco, March 19th.—There was 
a meeting of the Board of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners this afternoon. Tbe object of tbe 
meeting was to continue tbe hearing of gen­ 
eral testimony concerning railroad operation. 
The arguments in the case cf Richards & 
Harrison vs. the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company will not be made probably until 
some time next week, as all tbe testimony 
taken in short-hand has not yet been pre. 
pared by the stenographers. After it is writ­ 
ten cnt it will be printed and read by the 
Commissioners before hearing the argument. 
W. E. Brown was called as a witness, and 
stated that at present be occupied no official 
position in the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. He said he was formerly the Secre­ 
tary and Treasurer of tbe Contract and Fi­ 
nance Company. That said corporation was 
formed about the year 1867 and was dis­ 
solved in 1874. Tbs object of the formation 
of the company was to construct the line of 
tbe Central Pacific road outside of tbe State. 
Woodruff Miller succeeded him as Secretary. 
Witness was not in tbe State at that time. 
He did not deliver the books of tbe company 
to him. Did not know what became of the 
book». Never was ordered to destroy them 
or take them away. 
Witness stated the contract price of build­ 
ing the Central Pacific Railroad was $43,000 
per mile in cash and $43,000 per mile in stock, 
all of which was paid. When the Contract 
and Finance Company dissolved it was $3,­ 
000,000 in debt, which debt was assumed by 
HuntingtOD, Stanford, Hopkins and Crocker. 
The actual cost of the Central Pacific, east of 
the State line, to the Contract and Finance 
Company, was over the contract price to the 
extent of the debt mentioned. The contract 
for $43,000 cash and $43,000 stock included 
the building of the road and the entire equip­ 
ment, stations and necessary buildings; 
snow-sheds were not included. They cost 
about $90,000, and were built by the Con­ 
tract and Finance Company. The company 
charged only for actual labor and materials, 
adding 10 per cent on the actual cost for 
superintendence. The old Oakland wharf 
cost about $800,000, 
This was built 
in the same manner and by the same 
company. Witness judged that the read in 
Nevada cost much less than in this State. 
The coat of the line from Truckee to Rocklin 
was four or five times as much as the cost of 
the road in Nevada. The contract pries of 
the California and Oregon Railroad, which 
was also built by the Contract and Finance 
Cone piny, was $30,000 in stock and $20,000 
per mile in cash. Witness had hunted for 
books of the Contract and Finance Commit­ 
tee, but could not find them. They would 
have no value, if found, in determining 
the c:st of the road, but would show to 
whom all the stock dividends were paid. 
Witness rem mbercd, however, that all these 
dividends were divided equally between the 
four capitalists mentioned. 
The Secretary read a communication re­ 
ceived under date of March 8th from Palm- 
tag & Bernhardt, of Hollister, complaining 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. The complaint stated that the firm 
had been obtaining beer in kegs from Pajaro, 
a di3lanc3 of twenty-nine miles, for tbe past 
ten yeats, the railroad company always 
carrying back the empty kegs free of charge. 
Soda-water has also been obtained in tbe 
same manner, the charge for the latter being 
twenty-eix cents per 100 pounds. About the 
first of January tbe road refused to carry 
empty kegs and bottles free, but demanded 
full rates. This alleged injustice is the cause 
of complaint. 
The Beard then adjourned.

AND JAPAN. 


, By the steamship City of Pekmffj which 
arrived in San Francisco Sunday, the follow­ 
ing Chinese news, dated February 20;b, wae 
received : 
C H IN A . 
I t is currently reported in Shanghai that 
the British authorities propose to ímita-e 
the example lately introduced by the Ger­ 
man official», ard resort to forciWe meat- 
urea if private business is obstructed by Chi­ 
nese. The British Telegraph Company dc- 
eires to land a new cable at Shanghai, but 
acknowledges a doubt of their right to do so, 
and asks permission from the Chinese fucc- 
tionarief, who havo withheld an answer for 
several weeks. Representations having been 
made to the British Government, the Foreign 
Office is said to have been telegraphed ti> lend 
forcibly, if necessary. 
. 
R. F. Huater, » native of Virgim-, en­ 
gaged ss cleik for «Jardine, Mattirewson & 
Co., Shanghai, died in convulsions in that 
city recently of hydrophobia. 
An engagement is eaid to have taken piece 
lately rear K a Lun batwean a hand cf 
mounted brigands and some Govercm-.nt 
troop-, in which the former wtra defeated. 
Several were captured and beheaded on the 
spot. 
A special war tax of 50.000 taels has been 
levied at "Sarr Chwang. The money b to be 
expended in putting tho Corean frontier upon 
a war footing.

The machinery for the K inn araspal wsb 
recently shiip *d from New Chwang in foiu- 
whesled wagons bu It especially for that pur­ 
pose, but owing to the heavy falls of en-w 
some of th- wagor.s fell over a precipice ou 
the Chieu Chien Shin—the mountain of a 
thousand peaks. 
Neffs has been received at Canton °i a 
most daring piratical raid in the Kan Chr.u 
district. On the 31 instant a town called 
Tien Peh was suddenly attacked and taker, 
by about 150 notorious bandits. Tneir object 
was to break opeD¡the jail and release some of 
their comrades who had recently beeu placed 
in durance vilo. To is they succeeded in ac­ 
complishing, bnt the placa was retaken the 
next day by a body cf soldiers. Some cf the 
officials were wounded during the contest, 
and the robbers are so formidable in numbers 
and so daring that application was sent to 
Canton for a re-scforcement of troops. 
Tha French transport, bringing the first in 
stallment of troop i for the Tonquin expedi­ 
tion. is reported to have arrived at her desti­ 
nation. 
The Norwegian bark Henrik Isben was 
wrecked January 20th on the Pescadores 
Ieltcds. The ship and cargo were a total 
lors. 
The crew was saved. 
Kwoug Ki Chin, lately 3ecretary r.nd In­ 
terpreter to the O-iinese Educational Mission 
in America, is now on his way to Shanghai, 
where he intends to sattle down and com­ 
plete a translation of tir work, a voluminous 
“ Dictionary of English Phrases, with Illus­ 
trative Sentences.” This work has already 
occupied Mr. Kwong several years, and re­ 
flects equal credit on his indaitry and ability. 
The turret ehip Wivern had been got tff 
the bauk on which she was grounded up the 
Canton river. 
_ 
A Tientsin correspondent says: The mutiny 
at tho Eastern Tombs is finished. Wcng, 
the General in command of the troops, has 
been beheaded on the spot, and the soldiers 
who submitted have beei pardcned and havo 
received tho balance of their ps7. The cav­ 
alry, however, numbering 120 ruec, have not 
returned. They are said to have joined the 
robbers and gone into Manchuria, 
A Chinese banker at Shanghai recently 
failed for 130,000 tsols, and felt so D3d about 
it that he c -mmitted suicida. 
Tho Bri i«h steamship Merionethshire ar­ 
rived at Hongkong February SSb, and reports 
having picked up a Chiaíso junk in the Bay 
of Bengal, with six Chinese on board in bad 
condition anu starving. The junk had met 
with a heavy gale and lost her mast and rud­ 
der, and was driven 850 miiea Irom land. 


JAPAN. 
I t is reported that the Government will 
shortly reimpcs3 the income tax, abrogated 
some years ago, on official salaries. 
A further strengthening of the army is con 
templated, 2 000,000 yen being the enrn meu- 
tioned as likely to bo added to tho expendi­ 
ture of the army department for that pur­ 
pose. 
The Japan Gazette says : The uncertainly 
in regard to the probable action cf Chica to­ 
wards Japan still prevails ; but, although the 
Government of this country is adopting pre­ 
cautionary measures by strengthening and 
improving the naval and military forces, there 
is an absence of energy and activity which 
seems to indicate that there is little fear of 
any immediate rupture of the friendly rela­ 
tions between the two countries. 
The suspsnsien of the Jiyu Shinbun has 
been followed by 
summary proceedings 
against the writers, terminating in both of 
them being treated like common criminals, 
and being sentenced to three months’ iraprie- 
onment with hard labor and a fine of 35 yer, 
for baviBg insulted the Executive Govern­ 
ment. 
Ths Japan Gazette attributes the depressed 
state of affairs in Japan to the fact that the 
Imperial Government either engages directly 
in trade, or makes usa of trade as a means of 
transferring money fram the owners of the 
produce dealt in to the Treasury. 
A t Yokohama, February 24th, during tar­ 
get practice on the British man-of-war Dar­ 
ing, a 68-paund muzzle-loading gun exploded, 
killing two men instantaneously and slightly 
wounding others. The names of the men who 
lost their lives are Timothy Connelly and 
John Kandell. The breech of the gun was 
blown clean off. 
The Hiogo Newt states that in the event of 
war between Japan and China, operations 
will be carried on from Corea, so that the 
army there may be utilized, while the naval 
forces are only to be employed in coast de­ 
fense and transportation of material. 
Yokohama was visited on February 7ih by 
the heaviest fall of b q o w curing the past 
twenty years. Railroad traffic wa3 entirely 
suspended, and business seriously interfered 
with. 
_ 
The young Prince Kwacho-no-Miva died on 
February 16tb. 
The Chinese Legation has regularly sent 
translations to the Chinese Government of all 
im pirtant items in respect to the enlarge1 
meat cf onr army and navy, and it has re­ 
ceived orders to send more minute and com­ 
plete iofcrmati on. 
I t is reported that the Government is about 
to export large quantities of Bilk, with a view 
of raising funds co pay for purchases abroad, 
The ktrosene oil test has once more been 
changed, but in place of giving the number 
of degrees, according to the test adopted in 
America, the coun’ry cf its production, the 
oil is tested in a totally different manner. 
That givsn by the Government is 30 cent, or 
8C Fahr . in a closed vessel. 
One of the seamen on board tho American 
ship Vigilant, nams-3 W. Erickson, was at 
work in the mizzec-topmast crcsstress, when 
ho f=11 frtm aloft and struck tha mizzsc chan- 
neis, and then fell overboard. 0n9 oi hii 
messmates jumped overboard aud picked him 
up, but life was found to be extinct, his skull 
having been fractured. 


COREA. 
The Chojia Shinbun states that while the 
United States and Germany are desirous of 
establishing the independence cf Cores, Eng­ 
land wishes it to ba a dependency od Chin!1, a 
condition of sffsirs which w >uld enable Great 
Britain to send opium into Corea. 
The Progress! mists aie acxious to be on 
friendly terms with ths Japanese, but they 
are iu the minority, and tha mej irity of the 
people ere uufriir.div. 
Although the Saufeldt treaty has been ra’i- 
fied at Washington, it is feared that e.-medif- 
ficulti-js will cr p up hsreafter, as-the new 
cinventiea between China and Corea converts 
the latter not merely into afChinese profec’ 
ure, but. according to soma people’s opinion, 
into a -private estate of His Excellency Li 
Hung Chang. 
Ths Government has ordered 500 000 bin cf 
copper aud 160 000 kin of zinc. The metal 
is to bo used far tha manufacture of brass 
cains. 
Monsieur Bourse, th9 French Envoy in 
Peking, is said to have addressed a very in 
tere.-tiog note to Prince Kong, stating that 
the Government of the Repnhlic bad no diffi 
culty in recogn-’ring the order of things in 
Core», viz, that country's dependency on 
China. 
France, however, he pointed out, has 
a treaty with Chine, according to which nine 
teen porte in eight marítima provinces of the 
Celestial Empire are open to French trade. 
H e desired, therefore, that the Bame treaty 
should be extended so as to embrace the ninth 
maritime provine", that is to say Corea. The 
Teucgeli Yamen has not yet replied to this 
communication. 
Tong King Sing, manager of the China 
Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company, is 
busily prospecting the mines. The Chinese 
troope, 1,500 men. with about as many fol­ 
lowers, still cccupy the capital.

The netvly-appointetl Miuister from Ger­ 
many to the United State'1, Bxron voa K.sen- 
decher, was born at Frar,kfort-oc-the-Siuin 
ia June, 1841. His fathrr was Minister 
Plenipotentiary of tho Grand Duoby _ of 
Oldenburg to the Federal Diet. After having 
been a student at the Berlin Naval Sefco-!, 
at the age of 1C he was appointed to a nos;- 
lion in ths navy of Prussia. lie euWed the 
diplomatic service of Germany in 1873, after 
having served his country atnorg other way» 
in the first Prussian expedition to J apan, and 
as executive officer of th e frig»te Ancona 
while she was stationed at New York dnrirg 
several mouths of the time of hostilities be­ 
tween France snd Germany. 
Ia 1878 M-’ 
name was placed on the retired list of uav. 1 
officers ss Captain. 
Baron von KBend'cber 
was the German Resident Minister iu Jipan 
for several years, part of the time with tbe 
rank of Plenipotentiary. He was honored 
while in J apan with the order of the Rising 
Sun, a distinction so rarely given to foreign­ 
ers as to emphasize the respect in which he 
was held by the Japanese authorities.
